Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fail to teach, suggest, or provide a rationale to one in the ordinary skill in the art to 
provide a lithium-containing complex oxide B having a mean particle diameter smaller 
than the mean particle diameter of the secondary particles of the lithium-containing 
complex oxide A, the lithium-containing complex oxide B having a different composition 
from lithium containing oxide A and being represented by general formula Lii+a+bRi-a02 
(where 0<a<0.05 and -0.05 <a+b<0.05. and R is at least one element selected from the 
group consisting of Mg, Ti, Cr, Fe, Co, Cu, Zn, Al, Ge, Zr and Sn). Applicant teaches 
that the lithium containing complex oxide having a smaller mean particle diameter 
enters gaps between the particles of the lithium containing complex oxide of the present 
invention so as to increase the density of the positive electrode mixture therefore 
providing a non-aqueous secondary battery that has a large capacity and is excellent in 
durability under charge/discharge cycles and in storage characteristics at a high 
temperature (specification pages 2 -7).
